EEOIPROOAL RELATIONS. 

IncreaGed Powers Proposed to he Given to the 
Fresldont in Segard tc Trade wltb Canadii. 

Wasiiinoton, Feb. 2'2. — Mr. Chiokoring 
(Rep.) to-day introduced iu tbo houso a bill 
to amend tho uot of July, 18D2 to onfnrcn 
Ueoiprooal Relations between tho United 
States and Canada. The bill provides iu 
addition to the present powers thtt whoD- 
ever the President shall be satisGod th&t; 
there is any discrimination in the use ■'! tho 
W'clland Canal, the St, Lawrence P.i.'ur 
canals, the Ghambly Canal, or the No v 
Canadian Sault Canal detrimental to the 
United States, it ahall bo his duty to suspend 
tho tranaportutiou acrr as the United States, 
in bond, of goods imported or exported from 
any foreign countries from or to the British 
dominions in North America. In case ot 
suspension, tolls are to be levied and col 
looted on freight, of whatever kind or 
description, at §2 per ton, and on pasRcngerj 
at not moro than §5 o licad. No tolls are 
to ho charged or collected upon freight or 
passengers carried to und landed at Ogdons 
burg, N, v., or any port west of Ogdens 
burg and south of a lino drawn from tho 
northern boundary of tho State of Now 
York through tho St. Lawrenco river, tho 
Great Lakes and their connecting olianuels, 
to the northern boundary of rho .State of 
Minnesota. Tho bill was referred to the 
Cmmittoo on Foreign AlIairH.

SEA.L1NG REGULATIONS BILL 

Senator llcCreary's Measure to Carry 
luto Effect the Recommeudatious 
of the Arbitrators. 

Two or More Vessels to Cruise iu tho 
Waters Covered by the 
Act 



WAsniNaTON, Feb. 22. — Bspresentative 

MoCreary, the chairman of the Souse com- 
mittee on foreign alTairs, introduced a bill, 
to-day, which ia designed to carry into 
effect the award rendered by tho Tribunal 
of Arbitration at Paris, under the treaty 
between thb United States and Great Brit- 
ain, whiclj concluded at Washington on 
February 2D, of last year. Tho purpose of 
the treaty, it will bo remembered, was to 
submit to arbitration tho questions in dis- 
pute between this country and Great Brit- 
ain concerning tho preservation of the fur 
seals. It is understood that the bill has 
tho approval of Secretary Gresbam. An 
effort will be made to have it referred to the 
Foreign A&aira oammittee, and, if this Is 
done, it will be considered by the commit- 
tee at their meeting on Thursday next. The 
bill reads as follows : 

Sec, 1. Bo it enr.cted, etc., that no 
citizen of the United States nor any poraon 
belonging tc any vceael of the United States, 
shall kill or pursuo at any time or in any 
manner whatever, outside of territorial 
waters, any fur seal in tho waters surround- 
ing tho PribylolT islands, within o zono of 
sixty geographical milos (sixty-nine miles to 
a dogreo of latitude) around said islands, in- 
clusive of the territorial waters. 

Sect. 2. No citizen of tho United States 
or any person belonging to a vessel of tho 
United States shall kill, capture or pursue, 
in any manner whatever, during the season, 
extending from May 1 to July 'il, both in- 
clusive, in efioh year, any fnr seal on the 
high'^seas, outside of the zone mentioned in 
section 1, and in that part of the PaoiBo 
Ocean, including . Behring Sen, which is 
sitnated to the north cf the 35th degreo of 
North latitude and to the east of .the 180th 
degree of longitude from Greenwich till it 
striksB the water boundary described In 
article I of tlie treaty of 1867 between tho 
United States and Russia and following the 
line up to the Behring Straite, 

Sec. 3, During tho period and in the 
waters in which by section 2 of this act, the 
killing of fur seals is allowed, no vessel of 
tho United States, other than a aaillncr ves- 
sel, exclusively propelled by sails, ancTsuch 
canoes or undecked boats propelled by pad- 
dles, oars, or sails, as may balong to and bo 
used in connection with such sailing boats 
shall carry on or take part in such opera- 
ations, without a special liceneo obtained 
from the government for that purpose, or 
without carrying a distinotivo ll*g pro- 
scribed by iie government for tho samo 
purpose. 

Sec. -l. Every majtcr of a vessol liconsod 
under this act to engage in fur seal opera- 
tions shall accurately enter in his ollicial log 
book tho date and placo uf every euoh 
operation, and also the number and eex of 
tho seals captured each day. and on coming 
into port and before landing his cargo, tho 
master shall verify on oath his official log 
book aa being a full and trite statement of 
the number and cliaractcr of his fur seal 
fishinc operations ; and for any false state- 
ments wilfully made by him in this be- 
half ho shall bo subject to tho penalties of 
perjury, and any sealskins found in excess 
of tho statement iu the ollicial book shall be 
forfeited. 

5. No person or vessel permitted to engage 
in for seal operation?, under this not, shall 
employ in such operation any cot, fir.j trnis, 
air guns, or explosives, provided, however, 
that this prohibition shall not apply to the 
use. of shotguns in such operation outside of 
Behring Sea during the seaaoa when the 
killinR of the fur seals is permitted. 

6. Xhe foregoing seotionB shall nob ~apply 
to persons dwelling on the coasts of tho 
United - States and taking far seals in 
oances or undecked boats, propelled wholly 
by oars or sails, snd not transported or used 
in connection with other veaaele, or manned 
by more than five persons, in tho manner 
heretofore practised by said Indians, pro- 
vided that tho exceptions made in this sec- 
tion shall not apply to Indians in the employ 
r,f other persons, or who shall kill, capture 
or pursuo fur soils outside of territorial 
waters under contract to dolivor tbe skins to 
other persons, nor to tbo waters of Behring 
Sea, or passing between the 'Aleutian Is- 
lands. 

Sec, 7. Tho President may make regula- 
tions to secure the txecution of tho provis- 
ions of this act and modify them, aa in his 
judgment may seem txpediont. 

Sec. S Except in the cine of a master 
making a false stattment under oath, in vio- 
lation of the proviaious of tho -Ith aectiou of 
the provioioua of this act, or of the regula- 
tions made thereunder, he shall, for each of- 
fence, bo fined not loss than §200 or impri- 
sonment for not less than six months, or 
both, and all vesaeb, or thoir tackle apparel, 
furniture and cargo shall bo forfeited. 

Sec, 9. Violations of this act may bo pros- 
ecuted in tho district court of Alaska or in 
any district court in California, Washington 
or Oregon. 

Sec. 10. If any uulieenaed vesaela of tho 
United States ohall bo found in tho waters 
to which this act applies, and at n time 
when sealing is prohibited, having on board 
sealekius or the bodies of seals, or upparatus 
or instruments suitable for killing or taking 
seals, or if any licensed vessels shall be found 
iu tho waters to which this act applies, hav- 
ing on bottfd the apparatus or instruments 
suitable for taking seals, but forbidden there 
and then to be used, it shall lie on tbe 
owner or master to prove that tho vessel 
was not used or intended to be used in vio- 
lation of this aot.or the- regulations there- 
under. 

See. 10 Tho provisions of this not and the 
regulations made thereunder, shall opply to 
tho citizens or subjects and to th~ vosBels of 
any foreign government, which may signify 
Its consent thereto, and a proclamation of 
tho President declaring that such consent 
has been given shall be conclusive evidence 
of tho fact. 

Sco. 11. Tho provisions of this act shall 
booomo operative whenever tho Prceident 
shall by proclamation announce that tho 
government of Great Britain has adopted 
the measures necessary to give full oud im- 
mediate efifecb to tho regulations decided 
and determined upon by the tribunol 
of. arbitration at' Pads, under the 
treaty between the U. S. and 



Great Britain, concluded at Wash- 
ington, February 29th, 1893, for 
tho purpose of submitting to arbitrition 
certain questiona concerning jtho preserva- 
tion of tho fur seals, and it shall bo tho duty 
of tho President, whenever thia act shall 
become operative, to cause two or more 
veaaols of tho Unitod States to oruiso in tho 
waters to which this act is applicable, and 
urrcst all persons and Boizo all vopsels found 
to bo, or to have been, engaged in any vio- 
Ution of the provisions of thia act or of tho 
regulations made thereunder.

Santa Maria is absent from 
Paris and no date for a duel has been fixed 
or will ho fixed before his return to the city. 
Tbe causQ of the duol ia conoccted with the 
Gibert divorce proceedings in New York 
last fall. 

Tlie niadstonian Cnnilldnte. 
London', Feb. 22. — Mr. Patton, formerly 
a banker in New York, has been nominated 
Qladstonian candidate for the constituency 
of Sb. AndreWsburgh. In the last ceneral 
election this oonBtituenoy was won by tho 
Liberal Unionists by a majority of 112. 

KniHcr nnil Cznr. 

Vjknna, Feb. 22. — Tho report published 
hero last evening that the Czir would go to 
Abassasa, Istria, shortly to recruit his 
health, was contradicted to-day. The mis- 
take was duo to tho confusion of tho plans 
of the German Emperor and the Czir. The 
Emperor William and his family will go to 
Aboaaasa on March 15. The Empreaa, for 
whose health the Gorman court physicians 
recommend tho chango, will remain in Ab- 
assasa six weeks. While there she, and 
perhaps the Emperor, will be visited by 
Emperor Franz Josef.

London Anxtons Orer a Congregational Minis- 
ter Wbo Frequently Occupied Dr. 
Parker's Pulpit. 

London, Fob. 22 — A sensation has been 
ciuEod in religious circles by tho sudden 
disappearance of Rov. Peter Williams, of 
the Congregational church in Haoknoy. Mr. 
Williams, wbo is a forcible and eloquent 
preacher, was frequently an occupant ol Dr. 
Parker's pulpit in the City Temple, and is 
widely known in church oirolea. Hia dis- 
appearance ia supposed to be due to finan- 
cial troubles. Efforts to trace him have re- 
sulted in learning that ho sailed for New 
York on the steamer Paris, and it is auppoa- 
ed that ho proceeded on the steamer Berlin 
to which vessel tho P-.ris pasaongora woro 
transferred. He is thirty years of ago, 

MURDERED FOR THEIR MONEY. 

Discovery of BoiUea Supposed to Bo Those of 
Kmlgrauts on Their Way Out. 

Belfast, Feb. 22.— In removing tho ruins 
of a building recently destroyed by fire in 
thia city, the charred remaina of four bodies 
wore found to-day. Tho building was uaed 
aa a lodging houso, and the theory of tho 
police ia that tho bodies arc thoae of four 
would-be emigrants to America who wore 
murdered for their money, the building hav- 
ing been burned to conceal tbe crime,

Professor flarncr to Lecture In London on Ills 
Experiences in tho (iuboon Forest, 

London, Feb. 22. — Great interest is mani- 
fested in the series of lectures to be given by 
ProfoEEor Garner, the discoverer of monkey 
language, which oommenoa to-night in the 
Princess Hall in tbe West End. Tho de- 
mand for tickets from people intereitod in 
Bciontific rcBearoh has been largely in excess 
of the capueity of the auditorium. The pro- 
fessor proposes to exhibit on tho etngo the 
cage in which ho lived in tho Gaboon forest.

F.. lefb for the 
State lino mill to assist In the search for the 
misslDg men buried in the snowalide.

WEST KOOTENAY MINES. 



Active Work to be Resumeil Almost 
Immeiliately— Some of tho 
Propositions* 



Many Loeations Taken Up During the 
Winter— A Well Equipped Store 
m Wanted. 

FoBI SuKfPABD, Feb, 13.— The length 
ening days of bright suushinc and tho molt 
ing snow point to an early opening of tho 
bui'inosB season in thia Weat Kootonay 
oouuSry. Plaoer work has, of course, been 
shut down since , bhe fall, but active work 
will bi'i resumed almost immediately in tho 
proparaliona for the coming aeaeon. The 
Kootonay Hydraulic Miuing company, 
whioh has already spent over 5100,000 in 
this vicinity, is putting in flumos and ro^kd 
building along the north bank of the Peod 
d'Oreille river, has a carload of hydraulic 
machinery now on the rails, and also a sub 
stantial cash balanoe at their Spokane hank 
ers. This is a Neiw York company, associat- 
ed with Mr. Buseell Sage, the multi-million- 
aire. Thoir leases extend over (fiiteen miles 
of placer ground cu tho north side of the 
river, while tho Victoria Plaoer Mining 
oampany has a frontage of about two miles 
on the south side, and has succeeded in in- 
teresting a strong syndicate of California 
capitalists in the project. 

A further frontage of some four niilea io 
hold by a local syiidioate hero und they are 
in treaty with Montreal and Minneapolis 
capitaliata for working the ,t;round. A wash 
ing of six pans of dirt, a carefully taken 
average sample, showed valuo for thirty-six 
cents, uud thu agent of the Amorican capi- 
taliata to whom it was shown replied: 
would say tho sample ia gocd; a machine 
would pay big on what you vi ould loao in 
sluicing. I would say a muoh;';o would be 
immense on such dirt, and if thin nix pans is 
an average of your ground you have aomo- 
thing good," Tho machine referred to i.i 
a new invention to save the fine Hour gold, 
and wilU probably coat some §25,000. 

On tho Salmon River, too, placer ground 
taken up last aeaaon for miles on each bank 
will bo worked by companies well supplied 
with moans, Mr. C. Klciuachmidt, repre 
sonting Montana capitalists, has established 
a company for dealing with a large area hero. 
This moans busineaa for Fort Sheppard 
and vicinity, at which point all mining sup- 
plies must come in from tho States, aa thoy 
aro not manufactured io Canada. 

During the winter a large number of lo 
cations have been made on Cedar creek, 
which flows into tho Pend d'Oreille river 
three miles from here ; some of the propo 
sitiona show high in gold, others, fair reiuros 
in silver and lead. These are on the other 
side of the line and it speaks well for tho 
enterprise of the locators that they have 
steadily worked at them the winter through, 
maintaining comfortable oamps amid four 
feet of snow. 

Tho Trail Creek mines have not ceased 
their output, but have sent down from the 
Le Roi two 18-ton soow-loade per week; this 
ia put on the rail close here and brings 
tu $iiO per ton ab the smelters. 

A great want here is a good, well 
equipped store, which could supply the 
whole of tho mining oamps, not only iu tho 
Trail Creek District, but along tho Loirer 
Salmon River as well. Tho Upper Sulmon 
should be supplied from Nelson, if tho mer 
chants there can accommodate thoir prices 
t;o those payable for Amorican goods, 
These, even with freight and duty added, 
aro lees than what merchandiao can now bo 
laid down for here from the States, and aa 
the groat majority of mining men hail from 
that side, thoro ia ia no particular prejudice 
on thoir part in favor of Canadistn products 
As a matter of fact, ninety percent, of all 
tho consumable produce is now brought in 
io from tho States. 

If tho mining interests of West Kootenya 
aro, as aeoma probable, destined to enrich 
our American cousins, owing to our own in 
Qxpcrlenco of tho business, there ia no reason 
why ample supplies of fresh vegetables, 
pork, dairy produce and meat should not be 
furnished by our own people ; such provi 
aiona are eagerly purchased in all mining 
oamps, and there aro considerable arena of 
land in thia vicinity whioh can bo made 
available for such pui poses. A hog 
ranch, producing its own feed and 
burning out, say 1,000 carcases every aeason, 
would soon yield a fortune, with a market 
at the very doors. The applications for 
land are increasing daily, but until the Nel- 
son & Fort Sheppard U&ilroad Co. have 
made their seleotions no further settlements 
can bo made. 

The said railroad appears to bo doing a 
big busineaa. Ono who, liko tho writer, ro 
mombera tho meogro auppliea wliioh euflicod 
for Weat Kootenay for tho winter of 1H92, 
93, can but wonder what ia inaido the long 
traina of boi-cara which pana up to Nelson 
twico or throo times a week, and what be- 
comca of it all.

Jnagment Henaered by Mr. Justice 
Crease Dissolving Partnership 
and Appoliitiog Receiver. 



Review of the Law aud the Bvldeuie 
Sabmitted la the 
GasB' 



(From tho Vancouver World ) 
Hon Mr. Justice Crease rendered the fol- 
lowing judfimeat this moratng in the case 
of Roedde v. tfae News-Advertiaer : 

After n careful consideration of the 
numerous cases cited and a reperusal of the' 
ovidenco, and after hearing the able evi- 
dence of tho counsel at tho trial, I am of 
the opinion that the elements necessary to 
eonstUttte a partnership exist in the case of 
the agreement which has formed the sub- 
ject of contention in this suit. It is a part- 
nership for five years, subject to bo tormiu- 
atcd by illluxion of time, six months' notice 
from tho Nevva-Advertiaer company, or 
breach of one or more of the oondiciona on 
which its continued existence depends. The 
action was for its recision, or for dissolution 
of the partnership, especially on the latier 
grounds. 

A strong and persistent effort was made 
on the part of tho plaintiff to catublish mis- 
representation or fraud as a ground of ro- 
olaion, chiefly from inference, from some 
expressions in the statement of claim. But 
there is no axiom of law more clearly oatab- 
lished than that fraud is an allegation which 
cannot be inferred, but must be especially 
pleaded, and the pleadings most show in 
what partioulara the fraud is charged, to 
enable the party to know with loaaonable 
certainty what he has to meet and it must bo 
completely proved by the party who brings 
the charge. There was no such pleading here 
and I am bound to say there waa nothing 
in tho evidence, which even pointed either 
to fraud or misrepresentation having been 
Uhcd to procure the contract. Indeed, it 
was uU fair and above board, and it was 
clearly proved that tho plaintiff and defend- 
ant both entered into the contract with full 
knowledge, mutual consent and good-will, 
and with full appreciation of ita purport, 
under legal advice of tho highest character, 
and thoroughly acceptable to both partiea. 
Ic was, moroovor, reasonable and fair in 
ita terms. How it was cirried out is an-' 
other matter, and tho determination of 
that and the action itself depends on the 
evidence adduced at tho trial. 

When, however, we come to examine tho 
evidence, I find that the acreemont of tho 
'2ad of November, 1892, creating a partner- 
ship between the plaintiff and tho defend- 
ant, which ia aot fortij in full in the state- 
ment of defence, hna been broken in several 
material noints, not by tho plaintiff, who 
has steadily and faithfully carried out the 
portion binding on him, but by tho defend- 
ant in the following particulars. For tho 
defendant has not yet paid the $3,150, 
which he was to pay to the plaintiff as tho 
difference between the value of his plant and 
stock and the one-fourth value of the com- 
bined plant and stock, at the times and in 
the manner preacribed by the agreement, 
viz : one half on March 1, 1803, and tho 
balance on June 1, 1893. Aa ao much of it 
($3,092) has been paid by him to tho plain- 
tiff, though at irregular times, and only 
after several urgent demands, and that term 
has no doubt been broken, if it stood alone 
it would be unreasonable on that account 
alone to declare a dissolution. But on 
further inquiry from the evidence I find that 
the defendant, althongh repeatedly request- 
ed, orally and by letter, has syBtematioally 
avoided giving plaintiff the re'^ular balance 
sheets, wniob are so necessary for the exis- 
tence of any business confidence between 
partners, and aro an express term aud con- 
dition of tho argument." 

I also find, and it is admitted in tho chief 
evidence for the defendant, that tho busi- 
ncB3 htia all along been producing a profit; 
and plaintiff, who is confessedly thoroughly 
conversant with tho book-bindery busincaa 
in all ita details, and was to be foreman and 
manager of it, avtri in his eviderce, fioni 
private accounts ho has made up of it dur- 
ing its continuance, that it must have been 
producing a profit of over 5;2,O0O (ho esti- 
mates §2,500) from November, 1892, to Uo- 
comber, 1893, and defendant's chief witncaa 
admits a profit of over §1,000; tho 
plaintifT, who estimates his share 
08 SG25, haa not received or.e fur- 
thing of it, notwitbatauding several 
requests, in direct contravention and viola- 
tion of tho teniia of agreement. I tinJ 
also from tho evideuce that the plr.intiff has 
not b-;en given ucceas to the bookj and ao- 
counts of the partnership, aa expressly 
stipulated for by the ajircoment, at such 
reasonable times aa ho might rc(|uiro to in- 
spect them. Ho asked for it, but it had 
been denied him. Tho oidy amount ho haa 
regulany paid is his weekly wage rf §25, 
wiihous which the buaincas could not have 
gone on. Mr. Cotton, president and mau' 
agerofthe New-Adverti-er company, pre 
Bumably under the impre^^ion that as an in- 
corporated company for Carrying on a news 
paper and osgnate bnaineas, tho company 
was ultra virea in carrying on a bookbind- 
ery buslneaa io oonneotion with it, denied 
that the plaintiff waa a partner at all with 
the defendant. But on reference to the aot 
of incorporation, that business waa found to 
be well within the purview of the aot— and 
wo had tho singular spectacle of the defend- 
ant out of court denying the partnership 
and his counsel in court stoutly maintaining 
ita existence. I also find that the accounts 
of tho pirtnerahip were not properly separ- 
ated, 80 as to properly sever the amounts 
rightly duo by the book-bindery from 
thoae rightly chargcablo to the printing de- 
partment. 

The principal waa not examined and the 
evidence of the secretary of tho company 
was ovasiv.i, non-conjmittal and unRiilia- 
faotory, showing clearly in tho defendant 
company, a chronic indisposition to account. 
There wua consequently a perpetual dis- 
trust and wart of confidence created on tho 
part of the plaintiff at this perpetual breach 
of important portions of their compact, aud 
naturally a constant discord liotween tlicm, 
not mere quarrels and disagreements, which 
at times harndesaly ariao bitwecn frionda, 
but caused by tho conduct, or rather tho 
miaconduct of the defendant in violating 
the terms of tho contract, excluding tho 
plaintiff from ready acceaa to tho partner- 
ship Boount and by other unrighteous acta 
in derogition of their contract. 

(Vide Wilson vs. Greenwood, J. S. W., 
481 ; Woodman vs. Whitoomb, 1 J. S. VV., 
589; Marshall vs. Coleman, 1 J S. W., 2(10; 
Baxter vs. West. 28 L J. oh. 109 ) 

Under these circumstances plaintiff ap- 
plies for a recision of contract, but, consid- 
ering the good faith with which it was cnn- 
traoted and what haa been done so far, 
though BO far short of the agreement by the 
defendant, rooision does not appear to bo 
tho most suitable remedy. The proper 
remedy, therefore, and the only one I can 
now adopt ia : ' To declare , the diBSolation 
Ot tilB partnership. I, thlsreforeV; adjudge 



and decree that the said partnership be dis- 
solved on the terms set forth in the plain- 
tiff's statement of claim, with costs, and 

for the purposes aforesaid, let all necessary 
references and directions bo made and ac- 
counts taken. I hereby appoint Jolm K 
Burton, of tho city of Vancouver, receiver 
of tho Baid partnership and assets.

CHINESE IN SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

Resolutlous Adopted In Chleiigo-Yonng Un- 
married Woinon Not to Act as 
Teachers. 

CiiicAfio, Feb. 22.— Tho anti-Chinese 
Sunday School society orusado in Chicago 
havo appointed Dr. J. W. Carr preaideut 
and C. W.. Kninetop, secretary. About 
forty were present at the meeting on Wed- 
neaday night, and theso resolutions wero 
passed; "Whereas the representatives of 
the Mongolian race in Chicago are as a rule 
recruited from tho lowest and nioafc do- 
graded oaslea in China, and whereas it has 
become a matter of common occurrcnoo for 
young unmarried women to place thcmaolvea 
in the way of contaminating influences by 
giving their services to certain Sunday 
Bohools where they are required to bo in 
close contact with members of the Mongol- 
ian race ; therefore bo it resolved that wo 
adopt tho following platform : 

1. The Chinese in Chicago should be con- 
verted and educated. 

2. Oar young women should be protected- 
2 The Chinese should he brought in con- 
tact only with men and matrons. 

4. No church should allow the use of any 
part of ita building to Chinese school classes 
in which young unmarried women act as 
teachers, 

It is the intention of the sooioty to hold a 
meeting in one of tho churches ond invite 
the superintendents of all Chinese classes to 
meet them and discuss tho best methods of 
reaching tho Chinamen through some other 
medium than the young women of the 
church. The movement is attracting much 
attentien even .amonc the Chinese them- 
selves, and to-day Cning Jone, of Wabash 
avenue, signified his Inteutiun of withdraw- 
ing from the Preabyti-riau Sunday school 
class. He paid tho teachers many compli- 
ments, but said, "Hong Ching say no more 
lady facher, so no more Ching Jone." 
Ching Jone scorns Christianity when taught 
by men, 

FROM APIA, SAMOA. 

A Lumber laden "Schooner Encounters a Ter- 
rible Storm and Is Almost 

Lost- 

San Francisco, Feb. 22.— Tho schooner 
Schnauer reached hei a to-day from Apia, 
via Gray'a Harbor, after a paaaage of sixty- 
four days and a half. When the veasel was 
off Gray'a Harbor a distance of thirty-six 
n)iUs, on February 14, a heavy southeast 
gale waa encountered. The Schnauer was 
thro'.vn on her beam ends, and to add to the 
difficulty sprang a leak. Efforts were made 
to prevent serious damage, hut it was im- 
possible to stop the flow of water, and in_a 
short time there was seven feet of water in 
the hold. On deck was 140,000 feet of lum- 
ber. Tho storm raged furiously, the veaael 
failed to right itself, uud orders to jettison 
tho cargo were given. At once tho Ush- 
ings wero cut and tho timber floated off 
Tho effect waa at onco noticeable, aa the 
heavy woiijht dinappoarcd, and the vessel 
righted. Besides lumber the veaael brings 
considerable wreckage from U. S. veasels 
driven ashore at Apia a few yeare ago dur- 
ing a heavy atorm.

A FIZXLE. 

" Tho Goverumont'a silenoo with respect 
to the charges embodied in Mr. Kitchen's 
amendment," says tho Times, " was highly 
suggestive," So it was — suggestive of the 
stupidity and the feebleness of the Opposi 
tion. Mr, Kitchen having, -.Tith a want of 
foresight which seonis to bo character 
iatic, undertaken to move a resolution which 
appeared to be formidable on paper, 
was unable to support it by any- 
thing that had even the appoaranco 
of an argument. Ho made some very dis- 
cursive and irrelevant remarks about a few 
unimportant subjects, hut said autually no 
thing in support of the statements mado in 
the resolution or tba oosolusion to virhich 
they led. Mr. Forster, the seconder of the 
motion, wandered off on single tax, state 
socialism, an} goodness knows what besides, 
but he took very good care to give tho reso- 
lution to wliioh he was supposed to be 
speaking as wide a bertli as pos 
sible. When be aat down not i 
word had really been said in support of 
the resolution before the House, The load- 
ing members of tho Opposition, evidently 
BtruciL dumb by their own audacity in sub- 
mitting their extraordinary resolution, had 
nothing to say in its favor. There was 
a pause. The Speaker having given those 
who favored the resolution ample time to 
collect their thoughts and work up their 
courage to the epeakini^ point, asked in son- 
orous tones "Are you ready for tho question?" 
Tliere being no responae, ho ropoutcd the 
warning, but those who favored Mr, 
Kitchen's resolution were still silent. Tho 
qaestion was asked the third time, but no 
member of the Opposition was prepared to 
tackle the task which both Mr. Kitchen and 
Mr. Forator evidently considered beyond 
their ability. At last tho Speaker rang the 
division bell, Mr. Brown then, with a look 
of iBUOoence and a smile which was child- 
like and bland, said, apparently addressing 
the Speaker: "Did you ring the bell?" 
And Mr. Beaven, when he knew it was 
too late, declared that it was his intention 
to apeak to tho resolution. 

The Kitchen resolution, which was drawn 
up with such pains, and which was so care- 
fully transoribed, came literally to nothing 
becauue there was not a single member of 
the Opposition who had either the coarage 
or the ability to attempt to prove to tho 
House that it was based on truth and 
reason. We do not think that there was 
ever before a resolution of wantof confidence 
that failed disgracefully, solely on account of 
the Incapacity or the cowardice of those who 
supported it. 

AN BXPANDINa RBVaNUE. 

Mr. John Grant, in the speech which ho 
made in the debate on the Budget, showed 
in a very conctusivo way that tho money ex- 
pended on improvements by tlio Govcrn- 
ment had rendered it easy for the Province 
to meet iti obligations. He showed that in 
the year 1884-5 the interest to be paid on 
the Provincial debt was, in round numbers, 
SGG.OOO, lu that year tho Real Property 
tox, tho Personal Property tax and tho 
Wild Land tax combined amounted to only 
S42,000, which was not enough by §21,000 
to meet the charges on the Provincial debt 
that year.

The Provincial debt chart;en forthct year 
are estimated at $187,400, This leaves a 
surplus from tho throo sources of Provin- 
cial taxation named of $57,000. 

This extraordinary expansion of revenue 
and its proportion to the interest on the 
debt prove conclusively that the improve- 
monts mado by tho Government have already 
yielded a haudsomo return on tho money 
invested, and that tho policy pursued by tho 
Government during the last ten years has 
been.ftn :ezosedioKly wise one. Thto teatt* 



mony as to the succefis of the Government's 
policy, is all the more valuable, aa it is 
voluntarily given by one of its opponents. 
Mr. Grant very consistently contended that 
the Government should continue to pursue 
the policy .whioh bad produced such good 
resalts. Hisjividentiy holds that the money 
jadioionsly spent on works of development 
is well invested, and he is right. 



OECIL RHODES. 



Mr, Cecil Rhodes is ono of the moat re- 
niarkablo men of tho uga. It is very 
evident that he is an "Empire builder," 
He has already been instrumental in mak- 
ing changes in South Africa which must 
adijot it for all time, and he is only, to all 
appearance, at tho beginning of hia career, 
It is owing chiefly to hia goniua and hia 
energy that tho war in South Africa waa so 
short and came to so happy a termination. 
Lobengula was a formidable adversary to n 
weak and irresolute government. If tho 
authorities in Maahonaland had temporised 
with him and his impis, if they had been 
afraid, or if they had deemed it impolitic to 
Dieeb him boldly in tho open Bold, tho 
settlers would have lost oonGdonco in them 
and would ere now have abandoned tho 
country and left its defenceless inhabitants 
a prey to the ruthless Matabole, 

At a banquet in hia honor at Capo Town 
Mr. Rhodes gave his hearers a short hiatory 
of tho lato war in Maahoualand, in which ho 
juatitied the course whioh ho had pursued 
and tho conduct of the settlers. 

He had tried, he said, in every way to 
prevent the war. Was it likely that any 
hnman individual who had been loaded with 
the Mafeking railway, with the l:elegraph to 
Nyaaaland, and the extension of the railway 
through the ily country from Beira, was 
recklessly going co chuck himself into a 
struggle with the last ruthless power of b.ir- 
barism that existed in South AfrioA? Hut 
the situation was such that no man with 
a claim to humanity could submit to, 
and the result was almost amusin?, 
when one remembered that the Matabele 
power had been destroyed by a band of GOO 
colonists, mostly tradesmen. They had 
vanquished a barbarian power equal to that 
of the /^uluH, a aavage power with which Her 
Mijeety's Government would otherwise have 
had to deal, at great cost, 

" Surely," Mr. Bbodes added, " this 
ought to satisfy them in England, but it did 
not." He then went on to criticise sharply 
tho sayings and the doings of tho Aboiig- 
inos' Protection Society, which, in his opin- 
ion, ought to bo named tho Aborigines' De- 
struction Society, That society, according 
to Mr. Rhodes, had made mischief in Mata- 
faeloland. They had advised Lobengula to 
work his gold himself, and not to give it to 
adventurers. When the African despot 
received this letter, and another from 
Her Majesty, in favor of Mr. 
Rhodes, which Lobengula regarded as 
merely " nominal," he did what he 
considered hia duty in the premises, 
which was to murder tho man who had ad- 
vised the coucesaiona to the " adventurers " 
and sovf.nty of his people, women and chil- 
dren. When remonstrated with afterwards 
ho said : "Oh ! but the groyhoads told mo 
to do it," alluding to the committee of the 
Aborigines' Protection sooioty. 

These amiable gentlemen are not always 
judicious. Lobengula, the acourgo of the 
aborigines, did not need thoir help, but 
something entirely difTorent. Tho kindest 
thing that could bo done, with regard to 
him, as tar as the aboricjines were con- 
oerned, was what Mr. Rhodes and the six 
hundred settlers have done, namely, to de- 
prive him of tho power to kill and to tor- 
ture tho aborigines. His system was a 
brutally cruol ono, and, if all accounts aro 
true, it reduced the unfortunate nutivoa, 
whom the society had bound itself to pro- 
tect, to a state of almost idiocy, 

Mr. Rhodes, too, was sovero and 
jarcaatic on that notablo philanthropist and 
humanitarian, Mr, Henry LaboDcbere, who, 
it appears, had also taken the African 
Atilla under his protection. 

It is an onomaly said Mr. Rhodca, 
that a cynical sybarite in London who de- 
votes his time to tho vilification of any ono 
wh3 becomes above tho average ond iucludea 
in that the family of our Sovereign— it is an 
anomaly that the man should appeal to a 
working community, I refer to the electors 
of Northampton, but (hey require to be ed- 
ucated, they require to be told that tho 
little England which ha advocates is 
destruction to their industry, and to have 
pointed out to them the neoetsity of the 
mother country in its future interests keep- 
ing well in with the colonies. If she docs 
not, with foreign powers becoming moro and 
moro exclusive, Eogland will be in a posi- 
tion similar to that of a ship out of which 
tho provender haa been taken but in which 
tho rata aro loft. 

The work whioh Mr. Rhodes is doing is 
to open up and to colonize a large part of 
the Aftioan continent as well aa to create a 
new and more extenoive market for British 
manufactures. His methods may not meet 
with tho approval of some sentimental 
people, but if lie succeeda in making a great 
wildcrnoss productive and in extending and 
strengthening the British Empire, it will 
perhaps be shown that these advantages 
could not, under the oiroumatances, bo 
gained in other ways and by other means. 



to deal with any of the important questions 
they protend to be eager to solve on the 
basis of. compromise." What the Liberals 
are bound to do is to push matters to such 
an extremity that the issue will be, not 
whether this measure o^ that nibastire shall 
aaaumo a certain ahspe,- hut whether tho 
House of Lords shall have any right to take 
a part in legislating for tho country. The 
members of tho House of Lords appear to 
understand perfectly well that this is to be 
tho main, porhapB, the sole issue, when 
the appeal to tho people ia made. 

Tho Liberals are doing all they can to 
make it appear that tho dispute is not be- 
twcDU tho two branches of tho Legialature, 
but between the Ucuao of Lords and tho 
people. Ihey take it for granted that the 
House of Commons is the people, and that 
in rejecting or materially modifying the 
measures paaaod by tho.t body, tho Lorda 
are placing themaelvea in antagonism to tho 
nation. Tho Peers, and the Conaorvative 
party generally, do not accept this aa a fair 
statement of the dispute. Ihey deny that 
the House of Commons, as it is at present 
constituted, represonts the wishes and tho 
opinions of tho majority of the people Of the 
ThrOB Kingdoms, and that, consequently, 
when tho House of Lorda rejected 
the Homo Rule Bill and mado amend- 
ments to the Employers Liability 
Bill and the Pariah Councils Bill, it, 
50 fsr f'om opposing the will of tho nation, 
did wliat tho nation desirea. They hold 
that, in ao far qi tho queationa now before 
tho people aro concerned, tho House of 
Lorda more truly represents tho nation than 
the Houae of Commons, This is the ground 
which Mr, Chamberlain, who was once the 
leading Radical in Great Britain, takes, and 
be, although acting with the Conservatives 
to preacrvo tho integrity of the ICmpiro, has 
not abjured hia Ridicaliam. 

Tho demand whioh tho Lords and llioso 
who uphold them in the stand thoy have 
taken for an immediate appeal to tho people, 
is the clearest proof that they believe that 
they aro in accord with tho majority of tho 
nation, and tho coldnfaa with which tho 
Government regard the propoaul for a disso- 
lution ia evidence that they have no 
great faith in their own assumption that tho 
House of Commons is virtually the nation, 
and that its voice must be regarded as tho 
voice of tho people. 

It will have to be admitted that tho 
alacrity with which tho Houae of Lords and 
the Couservativo party generally hail the 
submission of tho questions in dispute to 
the people at tho polls, and the wiilingnees 
whioh they show to abide by tho decision of 
the e'ootors, take from the arguaeats and 
appeala of tho denouncers of tho Peers 
nmch of thoir force. It is seen that it is 
they and not tho Liberals who really 
acknowledge the sovereignity of the people. 
The House of Coinmocs, or rather the very 
small majority of it which aoknowledges 
Mr. Gladstone's leadership, would im- 
pose their will on tho nation, and 
would mriko radical changes in tho 
constitution in tho face of evidence that 
ought not to be disregarded, that the 
nation, as a whole, does not approve their 
policy oud would undo, as far as it could bo 
undone, much of their logialation. Tiiey 
would without a soruplo uao tho power they 
have gained, it may be to a great oxtont by 
accident, to Jiaiutenrato the umpire without 
allowing the people a chance to pronounce 
upon their policy. Is not this making tho 
House of Commons an unscrupulous oli- 
garchy, and should not tho people prize 
highly the body which haa tlio power to 
check it in its course and give them tho 
opportunity, before it ia too lato, to pass 
judgment on its sots ? 

It seems to us that the Liberals have made 
a serious mistako when they placed it in the 
power of the House of Lords to become the 
champion of the sovereignty of tho people, 
for that is tho position it occupies at tho 
present moment in Great Brilain, It would 
be indeed surprising if the people of Great 
Britain would consent to the abolition of a 
body, no matter what may bo its faults, 
which gives them the opportunity to pro. 
nouneo upon tho policy of a Government 
which may bo, and v.'hiah very probably is, 
in opposition to their wishes,

LifO'Saviofir Arrangenieuta on the Van- 
conver Island Coast— Use of 
tbe Qnadra. 



President A. C. Flumerfelt occupied the 
chair at a rrgular meeting of the council of 
tho Board of Trade held yesterday, there be 
ing alao present Messrs. R. F. Rithet, J 
H. Todd, C. E. Renouf, H. F. Heiaterman, 
T. S. Futoher and E. G. Prior. The prin 
cipal item of business and tho first matter 
broughl forward— Mr. Todd having re- 
quested an extension of time in which to 
present his report on the Landlord and 
Tenant question — was in the form of a re- 
port on lights, beacons and buoys, aa fol- 
lows: 

"Gentlemen: Herewith ia my report on 
lights, beacons and buoys necesaary in 
waters contiguous to thia city, as alao those 
on tho norlhorn ooast. 
' "I may add that this report ia baaed on in- 
formation acouired from Capt. George E Bud- 
lin, of tho S. S. Premier, Capt. S. \Villiams, 
of the Barbara BoBOOwi'z, Capt. \V. Myers, 
of tho D.inube, Capt. Butler, of tho Joan, 
as well aa other captains whoso opinions are 
valuable. 

"Behren'a lalaud Light at Entrance to 
Victoria Harbor— It is requested that thia 
light bo removed from ita present position 
to MoLachlan E'oint, and instead of u boll 
rung by hand aa at present, that a detona- 
ting signal bo used, or if it ia desiro.l to re- 
tain the boll, that it be sounded by inachin- 
ory and not by hand. It ia further request- 
ed that if tho bell ia retained that it bo not 
covered iu aa at preeont at tho top, but loft 
open for tbo souud to escape. 

" Tho one groat reason for aaking for tho 
change iu position of Behren'a Island Light, 
is on account of tho rapid building up of tho 
city in the vicinity; the light from so many 
private dwetlinga ia confusing and mislead- 
ing to ofQoera in charge of vessels. Tho 
question of different colored glasses in the 
lantern to be the subject of further investi- 
gation. 

" Brotchlc Ledge— It is tho opinion that 
some tfl'jrt shoula be made to remove the 
wreck of the San Pedro as' soon aa possible 
and a strong beacon with light attached 
erected, the base of the beacon painted 
black and the top white. 

" Fiddlo Reef, inside Diacovory Island — 
Replace tho present open wooden structure 
by a atone beacon, tho base to bo pi,inlod 
black, remainder white. It ia further Bug- 
goated that a wooden triangular structure 
alao painted white bo added at the top with 
lantern attached sbowiog rod. 

"'/,-.To Rook— A stone beacon, painted 
black, also wooden triangular top as on 
Fiddle Reef. 

"Off Sidney Spit — An iron buoy on west 
side of West Rock. 

" Sidney Spit — Tho present wooden struc- 
ture to be boarded up entirely from tho 
baso. Paint black at bottom, white at top. 

" Anderson Rock, off Moresby Island — 
A lantern on beacon would bo of groat as- 
sistance hero. 

" Provost Island, Portlook Point — A stake 
light and boll to be worked by machinery, 
or detonating signal, ia urgently required 
for thia pcint. - ' ' - 

" Walker Rook, off Galiano Island— A 
lantern on Beacon would also be of great as- 
sistance here. 

" Siatora, Gulf of Georgia and Capo 
Mudgo — Those are moat important points 
and a light ia abaolutely necessary, irafTic 
being large. 

" Malcolm lalaud — A light is wanted hero, 
and It la suggested that for the present an 
ordinary lantern would answer, the light to 
show red. 

" Pine and Egg Islands, in the Queen 
Charlotte Island district — Both theao points 
require lights ; they would greatly assiat 
navigation. 

"junction of Fisher Channel tnd Lima 
Paaaage — Thia ia another important point, 
and a light would seem absolutely neces- 
sary, 

"Ivory laland, junction of Millbank 
Sound and Seaforth Channel — A light ia 
wanted at thia place. 

" Buruie Island, ontranca to Port Simp- 
son — A atako liglit showing rod or green 
would be of great assistance to navigation 
at this point. Ita closo proximity to Port 
Simpson warrants tho belief that tho cost of 
maiuteuanco will not bo excessive.

The report waa received, on the motion 
of Messrs. Hcisterman and Renouf, copies 
being ordered sent to the city's represent- 
atives in tho Commons. 

Tho communication from tho Dominion 
Government, tabled at tho laat meeting of 
the council, in respect to a life-saving 
station on the southwest ooast of the island, 
being taken up, 

Mr. Rilbet expressed himself as heartily 
in accord with tbe soggestion that some 
arrangement be made widi tho Indians to 
induce them to use their best endeavors in 
the preservation of life and property when- 
ever shipwrecks should unhappily occur. 
There were fortunately too few vessels lost 
on the Vancouver Island coaat to justify the 
organizition of a permanent corps at any 
particular point. Ho (Mr. Rithet) suggest- 
ed that tho Board communicate with tho 
Government, pointing out tho desirability 
of negotiations being opened with tho 
Indiana, through Mr. Vowell, tho auporin- 
tcudontof Indien afTaira, with a viow to the 
making of an arrangement of tho nature that 
had boon upoken of. Tho Quadra should 
also bo so that aho could leave on an hour's 
notice in the event of her aid being 
required. 

In this latter connection, Col, Prior re- 
ferred to the recent loss of the Estelle. 
Both he and Mr. Earle had wired to Ottawa 
asking that Captain.. Ghristensen be allowed 
the use of the Quadra to search for the miss- 
ing Bteamor or those who had been aboard 
of hor. The reply received was thot if 
Captain Gaudin believed there was reason- 
able hopo of tho Quodra saving tho lives of 
tho Estello's crew the steamer could be 
taken. Captain Gaudin did not think there 
was any hopo, and so the steamer had not 
gono. It waa his opinion, if there was the 
slightest poaaibilily, not necessarily prob- 
ability, of ono man's life boing soved, that 
the Quadra's sorvioes should bo available. 

After some further diacusaion of the point, 
it was resolved that the Board express to 
tho Dominion Government iti Burpriso that 
the Quadra had not boen available to soarch 
for tho lost EstoUo, and emphasize the ab- 
solute nooesaity for the paaaage of a depart- 
mental order making tho uso of tho Quadra 
possible without any roferonoo' to Ottawa in 
the ovont of omergonoy arising. 

Tho secretary of tho public meeting re- 
cently held at Duncan to consider the ques- 
tion of river obstructions in the neighbor- 
hood enoloBod the resolutions adopted by 
tbe meeting (and which have already ap- 



peared in the CotoNisT), and asking tho 
support of tho board. 

On motion of Mr. Todd and Mr. Rithet 
it was decided to inform tho writer that 
tho board is not sufBoiontly familiar with 
the details of tbe question to give an ex- 
pression of opinion ut present, but has re- 
ferred the mottor r.o the Provincial Govern- 
ment, who have sK.iwn that they ore giving 
the aubjoot attention and have provided for 
tho improvomecta desired in the estimates 
now beforo the house. 

Tho Po't Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
sought the assistance of tbe board in scour- 
ing remission of pilotage and harbor dues 
for the Btoanior Garland, of tho Hasting's 
atoamboat company's line, which her own- 
ers propose to put on tho Victoria run on 
or about March 1. 

Mr. Rithet explained that the pilotage 
dues had already been remitted, and this 
would bo no doubt satisfactory. Tho 
harbor dues were a mere bagatelle not 
worth considering — a matter of two cents 
per half year upon eYery.ton of the vessels 
register, this amonnt being the hospital 
dnes ooUeotedr 

' A letter from W. G. Andrewartha, Mel- 
bourne, in refereaoe to the Board's feeling 
as to the development of Inter-oalonial trade 
relations waa reoeived and filed, the expres- 
sion of opinion sought having already been 
forwarded. 
An adjournment was taken at 12:30. 



THE CHIEFS' CONVENTION 

Iu San Francisco a Grand Sncceis— Bay City 
People Prove Princely Entertainers. 

Among the passengers by the boat from 
the South yesterday were Chiefs Deasy, 

Hunt, Ackcrman and Scales, of tho fire de- 
partments of Victoria, Seattle, Woatminator 
and Nauaimo respectively, on their return 
from tho conrontion of fire chief.! of tho 
Northwest. Speaking last evening of tho 
visit to the Bay City, Chief Deasy said ho 
was auro ho waa simply voicing tho senti- 
ments of the whole of tho Northern contin- 
gent when he stated that the authorities 
and citizena of San Francisco had treated 
tho mombera ef tho convention with tho 
most princely hospitality. Aa to tho bene- 
ficial resulta of tho convention, thoy wore 
incalculable. 

Mayor Ellert welcomed the chiefs, but 
like that of a good many othera his kind- 
neaa was not limited to a more word of wel- 
come and a hand-shako. Ho aaw that the 
visitors were well looked after throughout. 
Chief Sullivon and his stufFalso did wonders 
in the way of entertaining, time, money and 
attention never being spared. Indeed, lo 
well was the work done, that there was not 
found half tho time ut the disposal 
of the visitors for tbe pleasures 
provided. Among these wholo-hcart- 
ei hosts mtist also be mentioned 
Mr. F. C, Stover, of the Gamowell fire- 
alarm system, and Mr. Spreckela, the latter 
placing his magnificent tug Fearless at the 
disposal of tho committee, the Consequence 
being a delightful day's cruise. Sheriff Mc- 
Dade also contributed very kindly to tho 
general pleasure. The Fair was thrown open 
and its beauties admired ; although it may 
bo stated that Yiotoriana had better post- 
pone their visit for a while at least, as the 
exhibition ia by no means complete. Ex- 
hibita aro oonatantly arriving ; a large por- 
tion already there are not yet on view ; 
aome of the works are not yet finished, and 
the groatoat point of intoreafc to Canadiana, 
the Canadian building, is not yet opened. 
While there, also, tho members of the con- 
vention had some practical illuatrationa in 
tho shape of several fires, tho F.vy City boya 
proving thcinBolvca thoroughly cipablo. At 
one of these blazjs there wero twelve en- 
gines, four trucks and a fire toner at work. 
Not tho least pleasant of tho attentions 
paid to tho momiiers of tho convention was 
tlio prcBentation by a lady (in honorary 
member of tho volunteer department) of a 
gold scarf-pin, made in tho abapo cf a 
shovel, whioli forms a pretty aou 
venir of tho convention. Tho Board 
of Underwritera were alao in the von 
of kindness, tlieir principal eflbrt being a 
grand b.inquet in the Bildwin House, at 
which platea were laid for 200 gueats. The 
aaaeniblage was very brilliant and, though 
there for enjoyment, thero was sound com- 
mon sense expressed in the speeches. It 
was stated rather strongly that San Fran- 
cisco and Portland were somewhjit too 
large for call departments, bnt that they 
should have fnllypald staffi. They were 
the only cities of their sizs thus equipped. 

At the bnsinesB sessions of the convention, 
tho British Columbia contingent answered 
present to every roll call. One of tho moat 
important topics discussed was the essen- 
tiality of tho position of fire chief boing a 
permanent one, subject, of course, to vho 
good conduct and clBcienoy of the officer. 
It waa of tho utmost importance that the 
ofllco should bo free of politics and personal 
feeling, and it was urged that nothing had 
such a detrimental eileot on tho eiiiciency of 
thia important branch of thepublic service aa 
tho introduution of these olementa. A reso- 
lution to this effect was unanimously and 
warmly carried. It was elicited in the 
course of the debate that Mr. Deasy, 
although the youngest chief present, waa 
the oldest in oifice;'Chiefs Scales and Acker- 
man, both from Britiah Columbia, came 
next with six yeara each. The fact waa also 
mentioned that Portland had had six chiefs 
in five days. Another subject on which the 
convention was agreed was tho necessity oi 
an ofiioial to be called tbe fire marshal, 
whose duty it would be to hold an investiga- 
tion into tbe Oiuso of all fires. San Fran- 
cisco is the only oity on the ooast with snob 
an ofiScer. There were twenty or more sub' 
jeota before the convention, the papers on 
which will be published In book form 
shortly. Tho discussiona were illustrated 
with implemouta and appliances from tho 
fire halls. 

Only Bovcn of the original and ominue 
thirteen who organized tho association in 
Soptembor, 1891 in Chief Doasy'a office hero, 
were present at tbe convention, but the as- 
sociation flourished notwithstanding, there 
being now some 150 names on tho r(jll.

TWENIY-sicOND DAY. 

WKDiiKSDAT^iFeti. 22, 1894. 
The Speaker took the ohair at 2 o'olook, 
Frayera by Rov. Ebenezer Robjon. 

VOINT OV ORDER. 

Hos. Mn. Beavkn obiaoted to the budget 
debate being procoedtcl with, beoiuse lie 
held that the Btnndin^ rules and orders of 
the hou6e provide a different order of pro- 
cedure, which he maintained should super- 
cede the order made at last adjournment 
that this debate should bo resumed at the 
next sitting. The matter was diaoussed by 
Mr. UeavcD, Mr. Brown and Dr. Milne for 
half an hour, 

Hon, Mb. Davie suggested that as the 
matter was one hardly worth pressing now 
to a decision on the point raised, the 
house should proceed with whatever busi- 
neBB naturally had precedence, and resume 
the budget debate when reached in the 
regular way. 

After some further discussion this was 
Agreed to. 

' ' COAL MINES REGULATIOir. 

Mn. Keith moved the second reading of 
the coal mines regulation bill. 

HoK. Ma. Davie said it would bo worse 
than useless for the house to pass an act 
which would nofc have the efifcct desired to 
be attained by it, and that would bo 
set aside by the courts on the 
t>rouDd of unconstitutionality, bocausa it 
appeared to bo aimed at only a clasa. It is 
very questionable if any such bill dealing 
only with Chineao or Japantso would be 
coastitutional. It is not because a man be- 
longs to the Chinese or the Japanese that 
ho is a dangerous person, but beonuso bo 
has not sufficient intelligence or Bullioient 
knowledge of the English language to under- 
stand the orders given him or to make his 
presenco safe, and under the tcrma of this 
bill equally dangoroua persona ure not pro- 
hibited from workint; in the mincB. An 
Indian who know no Eugliab, or no Chinook 
even, could be employed under thia bill, 
and so conld a Hottentot. While perfectly 
prepared to admit that Chinese labor in the 
mines should not be encouraged, he felt 
that aibill of this kind mus*'; bo aimed at all 
dangerous people to be efTootivo, and must 
deal with the subject in a comprehensive 
way. As he had already informed the 
house the government have now in course 
of preparation a bill which will provide for 
the exclusion of all dangerous persons. He 
raised the point of ord>3r, and askel the 
speaker's ruung upon it, that the bill being 
nnooastitational should not be considered 
by the house. 

Mk Kkitii— Why did you pass it before ? 

HoK Mr. Davix replied that the- matter 
was not in the same position before. It is 
quite true that the house did pass a meas- 
ure that has proved a dead letter, and this 
being the ease what is the use of passing an- 
other. 

Hon. Mb. Bbaven argued that the 
Speaker should not be asked to take the 
position of a judge of the Sapromo court in 
deciding a point of constitutionality. 

The SpeaivKB ruled the bill to bo out of 
order, on the same ground aa that stated 
with respect to the motion by Dr. Watt for 
a tax on employers of Chinamen. 

Mh. Kkitu appealed from the rnlinf; of 
the chair. 

Hon. Mr Beaven' supported tho appeal, 
holding that the Speaker was assuming 
higher authority than that posaesaed by the 
Supreme Court of Canada, whose decisions 
might be reversed by tho judiciol com- 
mittee of the privy council. He held that if 
tho legislative nbsembly sustained the de- 
cision it would bo closing the doors of the 
courts of Iho oountry against all those who 
may wish to have tho point decided there. 
Ho hold that tho provincial legislature 
shoald not consent in this way to limit their 
powers, but should grasp all they can get. 

Hon. Mk Davik, after furthtr disous- 
B!on, pointed out that on the 27th of March 
last a decision on a precisely siniilar ques- 
tion had b en given by the Speaker, on a 
motion by Mr. Kitchen respecting djking 
in Sumas, and another decision on a motion 
by Mr. McKerz;o respecting tho E & N. 
railway also nSorded a precedent. He held 
that the point involved in sustaining the 
Speaker or otherwise was whether or not 
the hoase should confine itself to passing ef- 
fective legislation, or whether it should stul- 
tify itself by passing a measute known to be 
unconstitutional and useless. He was sat- 
isSed tihat when the house saw the bill he 
would bring in, the members would bs sat- 
ibfiod that the measure would deal with tho 
matter in a thoroughly effective way which 
would stand the teat of tho courte. 

Hon. Mk. Vkrnon thought it; would bo 
jvell to postpone n deoistoh so that tho mem- 
bers might have ample time to make their 
minds clear upon the matter. He therefore 
moved the adjournment of the debate on 
the appeal. 

Motion agreed to, and debate adjourned 
until Monday next. 

WIDE TIKE ACT. 

Mr. IIokne moved the second reading of 
his bill to amend tho wide tire ucc, so aa to 
provide that it shall bo brought into force 
in any municipality only on tho puaaage of a 
by law to that effect. The bill also gives 
councils power to alter the proviaioua of the 
act to suit local circumBt!).nces. 

Hon. Mk Davik, after a long diecussion 
mainly advcrao to the bill, said he thought 
it would be a mistake to refuse a second 
reading, for there were dcfecte in tho act of 
last seasion which it would bo well to reme- 
dy now, which ho thought might be done if 
the bill were allowed to go to committee. 
It would then be a matter for consideration 
whether it should bo passed in the present 
state or amended in some respects. 

The motion for second reading was lost on 
division of G to 16. 

SUHl'KNSTON OF HTANDINfi OKDEKH.

THE MISTRESS.

.seats several good sized fortmios wero 
represented. Three servant girls were 
iu an out ut tlio wny corner. They had 
mot, tlio prerjident said, to discuss the 
condition of tho working girl. Mrs. 
Lincoln, who had servants of her o\v3i, 
asked tho antique question, "Why don't 
those girls do housework if they're so 
badly treated in shops? I know several 
families, " she contiiniod, "who would 
give good wagea and ii good houip, and 
who can't get good servants. Tlieso 
girls consider it degrading to do lionse- 
work." 

The secretary, a quiet little woman 
v.'ho, report said, had onco been a fac- 
tory girl lierself, intimated that there 
was 11 Kcreiv loose in Mrs. Lincoln's 
statement, because she had tho names of 
50 shopgirls who were willing to change 
and do housework, bnt no families 
could be found willing to take an un- 
trained domestic. 

There was a whispering in tho little 
knot of servant girls. "Mrs. Presi- 
dent," began a half frightened voice, 
and then the owner went nt tho heart 
of tho question in a way that would 
havo done credit to her more cultured 
sisters of Sorosis. "I'vo been hired lielp, 
domestic, worliiiig out girl and servant 
ever sinco I was 14. I don't know how 
to do anything else, and I'vo had no 
-chance to learn, or 1 wouldn't ho doing 
housework. I'd as soon boon Black- 
well's island if it wasn't for the feeling 
that you couldn 't Icavo when you got 
ready as a prisoner in most people's 
kitchens. There's a good deal of non- 
sense talked about working out girls' 
good homes. Of course in tho big man- 
sions, where ii number of servants aro 
kept and there is plenty of room, a por- 
tion of the basement is set aside for the 
servants' dining and sitting room. It's 
nicely furnished, and they can havo com- 
pany tlioro if tliey liko. Tho sleeping 
rooms aro usnally tho worst. I worked 
in a fashionablo honso not long ago in 
an aristocratic locality. There's costly 
bric-a-brac in tho reception room. Tho 
dining room is one of the most beauti- 
ful I'vo over seen. There's a big bil- 
liard room in the basement. Up three 
flights of stairs is a niito of a back hall 
bedroom. There's u largo size cot bed 
in it that leaves jast room to enter. 
There aro one chair, a small washstand 
and a cracked mirror. A strip of mold- 
ing nailed to the wall over tho bed does 
duty as a wardrobe to hang clothes on. 
In this room the two servant girls sleep. 
The kitchen was large and had two 
wooden chairs and a small rocker. That 
was enough though. Tho mistress did 
not encourage compan)-. If a girl had 
a 'young man,' she must meet him on 
tho street. iNIany mistresses regard tho 
moral char.actor of their servauts with 
unnecessary suspicion. They abominate 
late hours — for tho servant. It doesn't 
mnko any difference what time tho mis- 
tress gets in herself. But if Bridget or 
Dinah is out to the theater it's dreadful 
and positively must not happen again. 
These are specimen home comforts. 
People who talk about the servants' 
homes only K-now about tho parlor floor. 
Lots of houses havo C^ueen Anne fronts 
and Mary Ann backs. In fact, it's al- 
ways the mistress' story that's heard in 
print. 

"There's plenty of nonsense about 
the wagea too. They range from $ 1 3 
to $30 a month. This, with board and 
lodging, -is much bettor than what the 
factory girl gets as a rulo. But tho 
servant wurk-.s from 5 in tho morning 
until at night. That is 10 hours' 
work seven days in tlie week. It is work 
that reiiuirca skill too. Skilled labor 
paid for at tho rato of !3 cents an hour 
and board and lodgingi When yon havo 
dinner to servo at 7, it's 0:^0 wlicn 
your work is done. There's no such 
thing as an evening out. If you work 
in a shop, when the door closes behind 
you at o'clock, your ' time is yours — 
when you do housework, there's not a 
minuto that is practically your own, 
Of course in tho very big mansions 
where a retinuo of servants is kept 
things are arranged on bnsiness meth- 
ods. There's a head servant, who re- 
ceives tho orders for tho day. Ho hires, 
discharges, gives tho days and evenings 
out. Ho renders an account of every- 
thing and the bills ore settled by checks 
oucn ft month. Unless she wishes, tho 
mistress never conies in contact with 
tho majority of tho servants. Aliout tho 
only servant that him a hard time in a 
big house is the lady's maid. 

"Some mistresses are only thought- 
less. Others aro naturally unsympathet- 
ic and domineering. I once took some 
newspapers from the wastebasket, and 
while I was waiting for something to 
boil I silt down to road. Tho lady camo 
in and began to berate me. She said 
she did not pay mo to read newspapers. 
I have worked in a house for months 
and never had a word spoken to me on 
any subject but my work. Neither 
newspaper nor book was ever offered 
me.

Take tho so- 
cieties that aro interested in collecting 
the wages of working women — they will 
help all classes of girls o.xcept servants.

To this different favors 
may 1)0 li:-d: for th' "fool" figure, a 
wastebasket anil eight good sized rub- 
ber balls. For the "two-in-hand" 
eight pairs of children's horse reins are 
necessary. A sheet lur "Over tho (3ar- 
deii SVa!!,"iinil eight scarfs of gauze 
fcr t lio ' "scarf" figure complete thoprop- 
■ riii .s. For tho ordinary favor figures, 
iKiturally any amonnt of favors may be 
auiqiiictl 

After tho 24 couples are seated around 
the sides of tho room, tho leader will 
hid the first eight couples dance a waltz. 
At lii.s signal each couple separate, each 
lady taking a favor for a gentleman, 
and preaenting it to the one she desires 
for n partner. Tho men do likewise. 
It is generalh* best to open with a fa- 
vor figure. 

Tho "scarf" figure is danced by eight 
conples. Eight scarfs aro given to as 
many men, who present them to the la- 
dies they wish to danco with. After a 
waltz, tho leadijr has tho women form a 
circle, with a eirclo of men on tho out- 
side, with tho scarfs serving as links, 
each circle rotating in an opposite direc- 
tion. At tho leader'seignal botli circles 
stop, each man throwing his scarf over 
tho woman in front of him, securing her 
as a partner for the two stop which fol- 
lows. Tho men face the women tho 
distance of tho scarf, which is held high 
above their beads. Each couple in turn 
goes under tho seven remaining scarfs. 
This is followed by a waltz. 

Tho sheet figure is danced by eight 
couples. A largo sized sheet is held by 
the leader and some other man, taken 
from the eight conples. Tho eight 
women go on one side of tho sheet and 
put tho tijis of tho fingers of one hand 
above tho lo[) of tho sheet, whicii aro 
hastily secured by tho seven men on the 
opposite side. Tho sheet is then with- 
drawn, and each man dances Avith tho 
lady ho has securc'd. Tlin remaining 
lady dances with the man who has held 
tho sheet. 

It is well to havo another favor fig- 
ure between this and tho following fig- 
ure, which is called the fool figure. 
Kight couples aro needed to danco this. 
At one end of tbo room a wastebasket 
is placed. At tho other eight men stand 
in front of seven ladies. Tho eighth lady 
sits in a chair with a fool's cap in her 
hand. Tho eight men, at a signal, try 
to pxit tho rubber ball they havo been 
provided v.'ith into tho wastehaskot, 
then rush buck and secure a partner 
from among the ladies. The man who 
fails to do this has the fool's cap placed 
upon his head and dances with tho Indy 
in tho chair. 

Tho "two-in-liand" is danced by four 
couples, who separate, each lady se- 
curing two geutlonen, whom she har- 
nesses with her reins. Each of tho orig- 
inal men docs tho same, tho lady taking 
a gentleman from one of her iiair— and 
tho men q lady as a partner for tho two 
stop which finishes tho figuro, Then 
comes another favor figure, Tho for- 
bidden fruit is danced by>eight men, 
who have to jump for the favors hnng 
on tho liooi) and then give them to a 
partner for a waltz. 

Favors afford an extensive range of 
choice — for (bemen^ bontonnieres, pen- 
cils, umbrella clasps, penholders, cigar 
cutters, etc., and for tho women, fans, 
flowers, bonbons, pins — in fact, any- 
thing may ho given — while an ino.xpeu- 
sivp cotillon may bo given by supplying 
JapaDese, favors of all sorts.

A PIONEER JOURNALIST. 

Urs. Isabel W. Ball Has a Boublo Claim 
ou tho Title. 

Looking back to tho sixties, we must 
idmit that for a girl in short clothes it 
seemed then a far cry from a prairie 
Eabin to a desk in the sanctum of some 
groat newspaper and tho privileges of a 
journalist in tho counsels of tho state 
and national capitals. This long, hard 
road was traveled by Isabel Worrell, a 
BacccBsful Washington special corro- 
Ipondent an.d one of the founders of the 
western Authors and Artists' club. 

Mrs. Ball was born at Hennepin, 
Ilia., over iiO years ago. Her parents 
wore Scotch-Irish, that compound raco 
which gave western America many 
of its most able, thrifty and onergefc

lo pioneers. In childhood slio was 
a good scholar and in youth studied 
history and law. At the ago of 10 a 
weakness of tho eyes compelled her to 
leave school, and about that time her 
homo was transferred to western Kan- 
sas. Thero she turned her hand to cat- 
tle herding, became a horsewoman 
skilled with tho lasso and tho gun and 
coaxed back good lisalth by outdoor 
exorcise. She also taught district school 
and tended store while in lier teens. 
From ISTG lo ISSG slio served as clerk 
during sessions of tho Kansas legislature 
and also as press reporter. She wrote 
for tho Albuquerque Journal and the 
Kansas City Times and followed up tho 
construction parly of tbo Atlantic and 
Pacific railioad across Arizona and Now 
Mexico. Tho work demanded a reporter 
who could live iu n gripsack and smile 
at danger. Today it was an Indian 
outbreak of Comanches or Apaches, and 
tomorrow a washout or a wreck in tho 
heart of tho hostile Indian country, 
which must bo "written up on the 
spot." She narrowly escaped with her 
life and once saw two of her compan- 
ions on tlio same car shot down whilo 
battling with Indians. On her return 
to civilization she served as editor ou 
various papers, was secretary of tho 
Kansas Historical society, and finally, 
in 1891, removed to Washington. 

Besides her journalistic work, Mrs. 
Ball has contributed to tho western pe- 
riodical press. She does not lay claim 
to drawing room graces, nor does she 
care for fashionablo life. But she is a 
moving spirit in tho club which she 
helped create and also a leader among 
women, though not a suffragist.

Tlie Juucturo HigLly Critical— The- 

ophcluH Daviea— Cbinese 
Kestrictiou. 

Honolulu, Fob. 15. — Sinoa tho last out- 
going mail on the 8th, aSalra have remained 
quiet. Miniatcr Willis has made no oom- 
munieation to this government aince hia 
friendly letter of the .3rd. That letter has 
not yet been published here, nor has Presi- 
dent Dole yet sent tho reply to it, which ia 
intended to rotnovo some misoonceptionB. 
The bill to aeparate the offioe of Minister 
of Foreign Affitira from that of President 
became law on tho 8th. The salary of tho 
President was fi.Kod at §12,000. Mr. 
P. \y. Hatch becomes Minister of 
Foreign Air.dra, which leaves a vacancy 
to bo filled in tho advisory council. 
President Dole has occupied a now ofEco iu 
what has been known au tho gold room, la 
reforenco to filling tho expected vacancy the 
Annexation Club ordered a mass mooting of 
the club to bo held at tho Drill Shod, for 
the purpose of making nominations, a ballot 
of the club to bo hold during the week, a 
name to be olfored to tho councils for their 
ohoice. Tho American league in tho mean- 
time nominated D. B, Smith and on tho 
evening of tho 13th captured tho mass 
meeting and made Smith tho only nominee 
of tho club. Smith is called unobjection- 
able and, for the sake of harmony, the 
counoila will probably fill the vaoanoy with 
him. 

When relieved of the burden of foreign 
afiftkire. President Dole will apply himself 
apeoiaily to the work of maturing a draft 
of the oonatitatioo, which has already re- 
ceived muoh careful oonaideration. Much 
outaide ooDRcel haa been and will be taken, 
and before final aotion it will be anbmitted 
to some form ef a oonBtltutional convention, 
Unless ndviaed from Washiogton that it 
will hold out a more favorable prospect than 
has appeared of late for annexation, or for 
somo other satiefactory form of political re 
ktions with the United States, tho Provi- 
sional Government will probably proceed to 
organiiio a constitution and repreaentativo 
government in the noit future, the preaent 
executive holding oyer. 

Tho Royaliata scornfully denounce tho 
rostrictod suffrage which will [)robal)ly bo 
adopted at least in tho election of tlic Upper 
Houao. They claim that there can bo no 
satitf jctory rcison which does not give to 
every native Hawaiian full voting powers. 
Present appearances aro that the white 
rovolutioniata, being in posaeaaion of tho 
Government, will maintain themselves in 
power at whatever aaorifics of ideal demo- 
cratic praotioo may bo necoaaary, so as to 
maintain a political control which they 
have learned to consider essential to 
the security of their necks aa well as 
of their property. It is admitted by them 
that their task of organ :',ing a Government 
npou a permanent representative basis is 
very ditlicult and dolicttc on account of the 
large majority of Polynesian and Asiatio in- 
habitants who are incapacitated'from par- 
tioipaling in representative government. 
That it can bo auccessfully done they ex- 
press entire conSdenco, baaed upon the e-- 
iatenco of a largo body of intelligent and 
capable whites, leavened by American insti- 
tutions, Thiiopbilua D.«vios and other Roy 
ulists maintain tbat the task ia an impossi 
ble one, and that in re-eattbliahiog the 
monarchy lies the only hope of etable gov 
ernment. 

There ia no doubt that the juncture is a 
highly critical one and will severely teat tho 

patriotism, wisdom and harmony of the 
Bupportora of the Provisional Government. 
Although all parties are agreed, tho Royal- 
ia's are expeoiing diseensious in the enemy. 
Mr. Davies haa renewed hia attack upon the 
Attorney General, charging him with breach 
of confidence in giving to tho preaa the fact 
that he waa qaeationed about his alleged 
connection with the enlistment of 
men in Vancouver for tho Queeu'a 
service. Mr. Davioa says also : 
"You thought fit in our interview to ro- 
proacli me with seeking to impose my ideas 
of honor upon others. I replied that 1 wan 
only conscious of one standard of honor, 
and tliat it wag my desire to live as near 
that atandjiid as poesiblo.'' On inquiry Mr. 
Smith atutea 1 liat ho had objected to filr. 
ij-v jca imputing to President Dole and him- 
aolf di;!:?"''"''^'''a ""'1 troacuerbUa conduct in 
tendering Hawaii for annexation to the 
Uc'.ied States. What further amenities 
were exchanged haa not transpired. 

Ataix o'clock on the evening of the 13»h an 
immense mesa meetini; of Cb>ncs3 was held 
in the Cbinesd theatre for tho purpose oi 
protesting against the measure lately intro- 
duced into tbe council to prevent Chinese 
agricultural laborera from engaging in mor- 
cintilo occupations. Tho storss of the 
Chinese were closed at four o'clock and a 
lar^o cro«;i stood outside in the rain un- 
able to crowd in. Many epeechea wcro 
made in Chinese, whicli, aa reported in 
Iho morning papers, showed much good scneo 
and moderation, but indicated a thoroughly 
organized opposition to anti-Chinese restric- 
tions. A series of resolutions were passed 
protesting against the proposed measure, 
and claiming no " lesaer degree of consider- 
ation and juttico than tho residents oi other 
nationalitiea enjoy." This action is in dircc' 
opposition to that of the American League. 
The measure protested against was one pro- 
posing to operate as a precaution against 
tho evils resulting from an expected further 
introduction of Chinese contract laborers. 

L'lteat reports from the Kilauea volcano 
show 11. groat inureaao of its activity. Tho 
lava li.ia just entered upon a new stage of 
action, having at last after three years' work 
entirely filled tho inner crater and over- 
topped tho main iloor. It ia now ovoi How- 
ing tho main Iloor of Kil,uie;i in ctipioua 
fiooda of firo, and haa destroyed tho huta 
fitted upon the brink and obliterated half a 
milo of trail, 

Later — Several important matters nro to 
be noted at the regular meeting oil "'o 
c iUDcila this afternoon, A aeries of reaolu- 
tiona and petitions were presented, eman- 
ating from more or leaa iofluential oig^nizi- 
tions, all endeavoring to put presauro 
upon the government. Two of thoao 
were from Chinese merchants and 
tho Chinese niaaa meeting Three were 
from the annexation olub,^ endoraing 
D. B. Smith for the advlaory oonncil, and 
recommending F. M, Hatoh for the ofiSoe of 
. minister of foreign affairs, also a petition 
from the mass meeting for an enlargement 
of the advisory oouuoil. . The American 
League also sent in their nomination of D, 
B. Smith. Tho Schuetzen Club urged the 
Government to undertake public improve- 
ments so as to employ loyal oitizena now 
idlo. 

Tlio moat important event was that of tho 
council taking tholr first actual step toward 
repreaentativo government, A report: was 
road by Mr. Hatch from the judiciary com- 
mittee.upon a petition for the enlargement 
of the advisory ' obunoils. i), ..Ic was 



hold that such cnlargment might 
fail to soouro tho desired represen- 
tation. Very important recommenda- 
tions wcro then made that an election be 
held of a number cf delegates to sib with 
the councils as a constitutional oonvontion 
and prepare a ooustitution for a permanent 
form of representative government. This 
report was adopted and a committee ap- 
pointed to prepare measures for such eleo- 
tion. lb is understood that this action of 
the Government has been hastened by tho 
various forms of outside pressure lately 
coming npou them. 

Mr. F. M. Hatch was unanimously 
elected Minister of Foreign Aflfairs and con- 
ducted to his seat with the other ministers. 
Nominations wero-mado to fill tho vacancy 
left in the advisory council. Mr. Emroo- 
Icuth nominated Wiihelm DAmon, and D. 
li. Smith and Allen nominated Mark Rob- 
inson as a representative Hawaiian. A 
choice is to be made next week, bat will 
now be of minor' interest in view of the 
proapeot of tbe early establisbment of regu- 
lar leitislatiTe representation.

She had long been 
associated with the Anhrohists, and re- 
ceived the bomb from Eniile Henri who, a 
few days ago threw a boitnb into the cafe ut 
the Hotel Terminus, This bomb she placed 
on tho staircase of the btl'ldicg where tho 
Carmaux Mining Co. had its otfijea.

CHINESE WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 

Decision of the 'Washlnirton Authorities That 
Under llie Kielnslon l,aw They 
Need Not Register. 

CliIOAGO, Feb. 22. —Internal Revenue 
Collector Miller has received tho deciaiou 
from the aotborities at Washington to the 
question whether or not Chinese women and 
children are required to register under tho 
exclusion law. The decision ia as follows : 
" In reply to the first question aa to whether 
Chinese females, single or married, or both, 
should register or not, you are advised that 
if they are engaged in manual labor, ao as to 
cooatitute themiaborers, within the mean- 
ing of this word, as defined in sec. 2', Act of 
November, 1893, they are required to ro- 
g'ster. If not, this ia not obligatory. 

In reply to the second question, if child- 
ren boru in tho United States of Chinese 
parentiigo, or children born in the United 
States, ono of whoso parents is Chinese, aro 
required to prniluce certificates of residence, 
you aro advised that if there is clear proof 
that they were h>ru in this country, it 
would seem that they are not compelled to 
obtain such certificates, but if alter May 
.Ird, 1S91, they shouhl bo found engaged in 
manual labor within tho jurisdiction of tho 
United Statea without such certificatca and 
should bo ariestod, it would bo necessary for 
them to produce to Iho United States Judge 
before whom they aro taken, the proof cf 
iheir birth in the United States, when the 
question whether they require the certifi- 
cato of residence would be authoritatively 
determined."

A colored waitreaa 
was carried from the hall exhausted and has 
sinoo been pronouuced dead by tho physi- 
cian aa a result of tho chlorine. Heart 
trouble was ono of the alleged causes of her 
death. 

iTiiAi'A, N v., Feb. 22.-— Pending tho re- 
sult of tho corouer'd imiueat into the death 
of tlifi colored servant by chlorine gas at 
Coriudl university, nothing now has tran- 
spired. Tho police aro working energotic- 
ally on tho caao. Tho coroner asserts that 
tll'orts am being made to huab up tho mat- 
ter. McNeill and MoCuUoch, tho stu- 
dents moat seriously afi!doted by the gas, 
have recovered.
